Crash Occurs 300 Feet in Air Over 
Langley Flying Field at Norfolk, 
Va., Today 


BOTH MACHINES CATCH FIRE 


OPPOSITION COMING 


FROM BROOKVILLE NOW 


(B y United Press) 
Norfolk, Va., Dec. C— Two officers 
and four enlisted men were killed at 
Langley Field today when a pursuit 
plane, piloted by Major General Guy 
L. Gearheart, collided in the air with 
a Ma rtin Bombing plane, command­ 
ed by Captain Benton A. Doyle. 
The crash occurred approximate­ 
ly 300 feet in the air and directly 
over the flying field. Three of the 
men were killed 
when 
the 
ships 
crashed to the ground and the oth­ 
er three were burned to death. 


Captain Doyle was leading a for- 
I motion o f five bombers that 
were 
just taking off. 
The 
ships 
had 
hardly cleared the ground before the 
pursuit plane 
piloted 
by 
Major 
I Gearheart headed 
directly 
toward 
the V formation. It is believed 
the 
steering gear on his machine 
went 
wrong as he appeared to spectators 
w^re 10n 
«-round, to be making every 
effort to turn the course of his ship. 
The four bombers trailing Captain 
Doyle’s ship, managed 
to 
escape 
the collision by elimbing above the 
wrecked machines. They circled the 
field, making a hurried landing and 
rushed over to the two planes whieh 
caught lire when thev fell.

In the passage of the Capper-Volstead co-operative marketing 
bill, Congress said to the farmer: “It is to the national good that you 
co-operate in your marketing. We’ll make it smooth for you. Now for 
the love of your country get together!” 
Congress has even stamped its approval on monopolies—providing 
trade is not restrained or prices unduly raised. We need not be afraid of 
monopoly. 
For the protection of the purchasing public a new set of 
machinery is erected which leaves it up to the Secretary of Agriculture 
to determine whether the law is being broken by the co-operatives, 
and if it is he will hale them into court. For instance, if the Secretary 
should find that the association has restrained trade so as to enhance 
the price unduly he would order the association to desist. Should the 
association continue to operate in a manner intended to advance prices 
unduly the Secretary after 30 days would bring suit in the United 
States Court. 
The testimony gathered by the Secretary would be 
presented to this court to expedite proceedings and the court is given 
complete jurisdiction to mete out justice. 
This should settle the cry of those w ho wail about farmers keeping 
the price up. When the farmer sells in quantity he cuts down the cost | 
of sales. 
The expense saved is added to his profits. 
I he merchant | 
should understand the principle of co-operative marketing. 
1 he 
grocer gets his goods cheaper than he can afford to sell them because he j 
buys in quantity. If the wholesale houses sold one can of beans or one 
hat at a time they would either hav e to operate without profit or charge 
more. The farmer is tired of operating without profit but he docs not 
expect to charge more. His scheme is to cut dow n overhead e x p e n se. 
The legitimacy of his proposal is recognized by the United States j 
government. 
Efficiency by co-operation has been practiced by all 
other industries for some time.

In the passage of the Capper-Volstead'co-operative piarketing 


bill, Congress said to the fanner: "It is to the national good that you 
co-operate in your marketing. We'll make it smooth^for you. Noi^for 
the love of your country get together!" 
; 


Congress has even stamped its approval on monopolies—providing 


trade is not restrained or prices unduly raised. We need not be afraid of 
monopoly. For the protection of the purchasing public a new set of 
machinery is erected which leaves it up to the Secretary of Agriculture 
to determine whether the law is being broken by the co-operatives, 
and if it- is he will halfc them into court. For instance, if the Secretary 
should find that the association 'has restrained trade so as to enhance 
the price unduly he would order the association to_desist. Should the 
association continue to operate in a manner intended to advance prices 
unduly the Secretary after 30 days would bring suit in the United 
States Court. The testimony gathered by the Secretary would be 
presented to this court to expedite proceedings and the court is given 
complete jurisdiction to mete out justice.., - 


This should settle the cry of those"who wail about farmers-keeping' 


the price up. When the farmer sells in quantity he cuts down the cost 
of sales. The expense saved is added to his profits. The-merchant 
should understand the principle of co-operative marketing. 
The 


grocer gets his goods cheaper than he can afford to sell them because he 
.buys in quantity. If the wholesale houses sold one can of beans crone 
hat at a time they would either have to operate without profit or charge 
more.

Rigid Economy Will Not Cause In- 


crease in Federal Taxes, Secre- 


tary Mellon Says in Report 


ANNUAL STATISTICS QUOTED 


Reduction of Fifty Percent is Urged 


in Surtax Law—Other Financial 


Reports are Given

Washington, Dec. 6—Secretary of 


the Treasury Mellon today informed 
Congress" that no additional federal 
taxes will be necessary during the 
coming year, if a- . -.!icy of 
rigid 


economy is enforced. 


Ii\ his annual report on tlic finan- 


cial operations of -the government 
during the last fiscal year, the sec- 
retary strongly urged one reduction 
in taxes—a. 50 ]xa-ecnt cut in the 
present surtax levies on big incomes. 
The present maximum surtax rate is 
50 percent, which applies to incomes 
of .$200,000 a year 'and over. Mellon 
suggested that the maximum be fixed 
at 25 pefuent, tmd the otiher rates 
on incomes below $200,000 reduced^ mated, but. It was emphasized| strict 
'accordingly. Taking -direct issue with 
the farm Uo'c which was largely re- 
sponsible for the present rates, Mel- 
Ion asserted that tne ihigh levies are 
restricting business expansion and 
that Just as mucli revenue could be 
obtained by cutting them iu half.
